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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

It is noted that the claim recites first segments forming a continuous curve begging at the 
ends of the second segments and end at the mating surfaces and the curve has a substantially 
concave curvature relative to a vertical plane extending fi-om the opening through the mating 
surfaces in the engaged positions. It is noted that this relationship is shown in Figs. 7, 8, 1 1, and 
14. It is noted of the concave curvature at portions 82, 86, 78, 79, 182, 186, 178, 179 
respectively. It is noted that Russell (1658174) does not teach this limitation as shown in Fig. 4 
where portion 15 and 20 are straight and they do not have a substantially concave curvature 
relative to a vertical plane extending from the opening through the mating surfaces in the 
engaged positions. Anyone of Henriksen (RE23629), Wighard (833101), Gottesman (2574146), 
Thies (2170841) also does not teach the above limitation. It is also noted that the claim requires 
a continuous curve beginning at the ends of the second segments and ending at the mating 
surfaces and the curve having a substantially concave curvature relative to a vertical plane 
extending from the opening through the mating surfaces in the engaged positions
